1. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper trmewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees.

2. Claims 31-38 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims (4, 6) and (2, 3) of U.S. Patent No. 5,555,275 
and 5,802,241 respectively. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other. 

Omission of elements whose functions are not needed would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention. Further, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to implement the teachings of "means for 
stopping" of the patented claims in any communication system for "stopping" the particular type 
of signals being communicated.
